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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


An Austrian Archduke was a member of the reigning royal 
family and therefore ranked somewhat above a F first or Prince. 
Next to the Emperor and Empress, he bore the proudest title 
that his country could furnish, and it is therefore not surprising 
that when, in 1919, the Archduke Ludwig Victor, brother of Em- 
peror Franz-Joseph, died and left his collection to five heirs, who 
announced that it was for sale, it should have been eagerly sought 
after by dealers and collectors. Senor Evaristo Sanz Sagaseta 
was chosen by the Archduchess Marie- Josephine, who represented 
the heirs, and on November 11, 1920, it formally passed into his 
hands, in the presence of the Archduchess, her lawyer, Dr. Kolisko, 
Don Diegue representing the Spanish ambassador and several 
witnesses, including a well-known writer on art, Ignace Poliak of 
Barcelona. 

Of Senor Sagaseta it can be said that lie lives in Madrid and, 
coming from a family of collectors, has been from his earliest 
youth a gatherer of fine pictures, tapestries and furniture, while 
the Archduke Ludwig Victor was a bachelor who lived all his life 
in his Chateau of Klessheim, where he surrounded himself with 
beautiful old things, some of which came to him bv inheritance, 
while others he acquired by purchase. His collection, which, with 
a few objects from Senor Sagaseta’s own private gathering, is 
now offered at unrestricted public sale by the American Art Asso- 
ciation, is noteworthy for its wide range and the interest, either 
historical or artistic, which attaches to each piece which formerly 
belonged to him 

Among these articles will be found, in the first instance, a 
number of the smaller articles of an intimate nature with which 
such an individual as the Archduke is likely to surround himself. 
Among these are many things which he inherited and which, as is 
naturally the case, are marked by their family association. There 
is, for instance, the really beautiful and well-made inkstand for- 
merly used by Napoleon, with the Napoleonic initial and the well- 
known Bees in gilt bronze, and then there is the traveling Break- 
fast Set, in silver-gilt and cut crystal, which formerly belonged 
to Napoleon’s second wife, the Empress Marie Louise. Despite 
the number of articles composing it, the set is securely packed in 


a comparatively small mahogany box. To the same order, too, 
belongs the Frankenthal Porcelain Breakfast Set which was a 
present to the Archduke from his brother, the Emperor Franz- 
Joseph. There are fans, too, some of them of “Chicken-skin, 
delicate, white, painted,” if not by Carl Van Loo, by some equally 
capable French artist, and a number of French watches of the 
eighteenth century with dainty cases of gold, enamel and jewels. 
There are also many French snuff and bonbon boxes which were 
carried by the exquisites of the eighteenth century and are fash- 
ioned in pique and painted enamels, the lids of some set with 
miniature portraits and with gold and tortoise-shell lining. The 
Furniture is exceptionally fine and includes some French Gothic 
chests of oak, some Spanish carved boxes, Italian chairs with vel- 
vet and leather backs and seats, French walnut settees covered 
with petit- and gros-point needlework and tapestries, some 
striking French, Italian and Dutch carven cabinets inlaid with 
ivory, colored woods and pietra-dura, a French Boulle cabinet 
inlaid with engraved brass scrolls on an enamel ground, and at 
least two pieces of Dutch Marquetry, a clock and an escritoire. 
Italian carved walnut choir stalls may be found here, as well as 
Spanish and Italian carved wood doors. 

The wrought-iron work, though not numerically extensive, 
includes Italian torcheres, one magnificent Spanish Reja, or 
cloister grill, and an Italian Eagle lectern which has often been 
shown in European expositions of ancient ironwork. There are 
also two chandeliers, one, Polish, of engraved brass, strongly remi- 
niscent of the Dutch chandeliers which come here, and one, French, 
of gilt bronze and cut rock-crystal, significant from its superb 
condition and from its unusual design. 

The tapestries, which are remarkable from many points of 
view, comprise a set of five important examples after designs by 
Jean Berain woven in silks on the looms of the Gobelins. These 
are of exceptional rarity, due both to their noteworthy weaving 
and to their excellence of coloring and design. There are several 
of the Gothic period, a magnificent panel, in especial, which for 
centuries formed one of the glories of a Spanish cathedral, as well 
as others from the looms of Arras, Brussels, Italy and France. 

The textiles, too, deserve a word of commendation. Among 
them will be found hangings of velvet and damask, as well as table 
covers, coverlets, panels and chasubles, in velvet, brocade, silk and 
embroidered in silks and gold thread.

CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate 
■with the value of the article offered or which is merely a nominal 
or fractional advance may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his 
judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and 
if any dispute arises between two or more bidders, the auctioneer 
shall either decide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in 
dispute. 

III. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name 
of the buyer of each lot shall be given immediately on the sale 
thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a card giving 
the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all 
or such part of the purchase prices as may be required. 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot 
or lots so purchased may at the option of the auctioneer be put 
up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the 
auctioneer’s hammer and thereafter neither the consignor nor the 
Association is responsible for the loss or any damage to any 
article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will 
be made only upon payment of the total amount due for all 
purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage 
warehouse to which purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on 
other days — except holidays, when no deliveries will be made — 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art 
Galleries will be made only during the forenoon following the day 
of sale unless by special notice or arrangement to the contrary. 


Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have 
been sent will be made on any day other than holidays between 
the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost 
or mislaid may be made at the discretion of the auctioneer during 
the session of the sale at which they were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for 
goods: Articles not paid for in full and either not called for by 
the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order by noon of the 
day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Associa- 
tion to some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse 
until the time of the delivery therefrom to the purchaser, and the 
cost of such cartage and storage will be charged against the pur- 
chaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal 
or storage will be upon the purchaser. 

NOTE : The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms 
of the Association makes the above requirements 
necessary, and it is not alone for the benefit of the 
Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose 
goods otherwise would have to be so crowded as to 
be subject to damage and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases 
is a business in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; 
doing so, however, without any assumption of responsibility on 
its part for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such 
service. 

VIII: Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to 
catalogue every lot correctly and endeavors therein and also at 
the actual time of sale to point out any error, defect or imperfec- 
tion, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the 
Association of the correctness of the description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of any lot and no sale will be set aside 
on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or imper- 
fection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold “as is” and 
without recourse. 


Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its 
sale, and the Association will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incor- 
rectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter sell the lot 
as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who 
thereby will become responsible for such damage as might result 
were his opinion without foundation. 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Associa- 
tion for responsible parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, 
telegraph or telephone will be faithfully attended to without 
charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a 
purchase of a lot of one or more books by or for a purchaser who 
has not through himself or his agent been present at the exhibi- 
tion or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned 
within ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will 
be refunded if the lot in any manner differs from its catalogue 
description. 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and 
given with such plainness as to leave no room for misunderstand- 
ing. Not only should the lot number be given, but also the title, 
and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and when the 
lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the 
bid per volume or piece should also be stated. If the one trans- 
mitting the order is unknown to the Association, a deposit should 
be sent or reference submitted. Shipping directions should also 
be given. 

Priced Catalogues : Priced copies of the catalogue or any 
session thereof, will be furnished by the Association at charges 
commensurate with the duties involved in copying the necessary 
information from the records of the Association.
